Virtually every soft drink parlor in 
the capital city was raided Thurs­ 
day by agents of federal prohibition 
field forces under Gus O. Nations, 
led by Heber Nations borther of Gus 
Nations, former state 
labor 
com­ 
mission and editor of the Daily Post 
here. 
Evidence 
was 
obtained 
at 
twelve places. 
The agents described the raids as 
the most sweeping 
and 
effective 
scries ever made on the bootlegging 
fraternity of Jefferson City. 
The raids were the culmination 
of two weeks wrork done here by 
detectives who bought liquor in the 
presence of witnesses in almost all 
of the places raided. 
Among the places raided was a 
pool room, a restaurant, a room in 
a hotel near the railroad station, a 
room above a business house in the 
main business section and the resi­ 
dence of a woman in the west end 
of the city. 
All persons connected with 
the 
places or whq are the alleged oper­ 
ators of the illicit businesses were 
taken before the United States Dis­ 
trict Commissioner here 
by

agents and placed 
under 
heavy 
bond, the agents said. 
A concerted series of drives has 
been made by the agents during 
the last few weeks to “dry up” 
the capital city.

Immediate reports from cities of 
Ontario, Quebec and other provinces 
said 
business is disorganized a n i 
the government faces a serious situ­ 
ation. 
Minister of Labor Murdock an­ 
nounced he will not deal with the 
leaders “who have taken the law’ 
into their own hands.” 
The strike 
leaders reply they put the issue up 
to the government and the latter 
failed to act, bringing the strike on 
their own shoulders. 
As a result of the strike of the 
postal workers, telegraph companies 
are swamped with messages. 
The 
strike is affecting all mail clerks, 
carriers and other mail workers.

John A. MacReady, veteran army 
flyer, added the most thrilling chap­ 
ter Wednesday to the story of 
exploits in the air. 
He has flown 
across the continent in a day. 
He 
has ascended to a height of more 
than 24,000 feet and come down 
stiff as an automaton from the in­ 
tense cold. 
Last night he crawled out on the 
wing of his airplane, the motor of 
which had gone dead, jumped and 
pulled the rip cord o. his parachute, 
and 
started 
down 
through 
I,SOO 
feet of absolute blackness. 
Ile landed without a scratch. The 
story of the flight, and the jump. as 
told by 
MacReady today sounded 
like the most imaginative of fiction. 
One of the strangest features came 
after he landed. 
His plane 
had 
fallen to the earth with a crash 
and was Immediately enveloped in 
flames. Crowds congregated around 
It and stood in horrified anxiety, 
helpless to make a move to extri­ 
cate 
the 
aviator, 
who 
they 
felt 
sure, was trapped in the flaming 
wreckage. 
MacReady suddenly w*alked Into 
their midst, he had Vnded a short 
distance away, and had seen the 
plane crash as he glided through 
the air.

It is cordial 
and | 
friendly in tone, but at the same 
time makes it clear that the exclus-i 
ion provision in’ no way trespasses 
upon any w ritten or implied obit-1 
gation on the part of the Unite!; 
States. 
Secretary Hughes points out that* 
congress was wholly within its right

The construction generally placed 
upon the American note is that it 
conclusively demonstrates the view 
of the Washington government that 
the exclusion law is a closed inci­ 
dent and that no attempt to modify 
or citer its terras is to be expected. 
Secretary Hughes in 
the 
note 
which he prepared with utmost care, 
expresses pleasure over the “friend­ 
liness and candor” of the protest 
communication delivered to him by 
Ambassador Hanihara May 31. 
The note then analyzes the exclus­ 
ion provision applicable to all aliens 
ineligible for citizenship as it is 
modified by the exceptions contain­ 
ed in the act and points out: 
“It will be observed that, taking 
these exceptions into account- the 
provision in question does not dif­ 
fer greatly in its practical operation, 
or in the policy which it reflects, 
from the understanding embodied in 
the gentlemen's agreement

which the Japanese government has 
co-operated with the government of 
the United States in preventing the 
emigration of Japanese laborers to 
this country.”

starve, its

Transportation is the key to the na­ 
tion’s business, which is its life. 
And 
this transportation includes, in the most

The flexibility of the motor 
vehicle, its economy, its speed all have 
made it the favored medium and its in­ 
creased use is limited only by the develop­ 
ment of highways to care for the traffic. 
There is nothing abnormal or surprising in 
the volume of business the motor vehicle 
represents when its real basis is under­ 
stood. 
It has become a necessity whose

with

improvement 
which extends its availability. 
It cannot 
collapse unless the 
nation 
ceases from 
doing its business, a suicide no one is hare­ 
brained enough to anticipate. 


THE POOR LITTLE CITY BOY. 


To the small boy in the crowded city— 
and to his small sister, too, for that mat­ 
ter—the time “when a feller needs a 
friend” is almost any time. 
For in spite of everything cities can do 
to increase the number of playgrounds— 
and no city has enough of them—the poor 
little city child, that is the really young 
child, doesn’t hare half a chance when it 
comes to finding an open space where he 
can play in safety and comfort.

CITIZENSHIP FOR INDIANS. 
There will be general approval of the 
law enacted by congress at the. session re­ 
cently ended which conferred American 
citizenship on every Indian bom within 
the territorial limits of the United States. 
According to Charles H. Burke, commis­ 
sioner of Indian affairs, the new act gives 
the ballot to 125,000 Indians. Various acts 
of congress had previously granted citi­ 
zenship to 20,000. 
It may be that among the new citizens 
are some who by reason of lack of edu­ 
cation are hardly qualified to vote intelli­ 
gently, but they certainly cannot be less 
qualified than some of the native white 
and negro citizens. So long as whites and 
negroes become citizens automatically by 
virtue of being born in this country, and 
by virtue of that alone, it was unfair to 
discriminate against the red men. 
It is interesting to note that the grant­ 
ing of citizenship does not remove the re­ 
strictions on the 
land 
of Indians 
now 
under 
government 
guardianship, 
the 
United States supreme court having held 
that wardship is not inconsistent with 
citizenship. 
With their property protected and their 
interests looked after by the federal gov­ 
ernment, the conferring 
of 
citizenship 
upon them 
may 
therefore be regarded 
with unalloyed satisfaction. 
An injustice has been corrected. 
They, 
descendants of the original inhabitants of 
America, the first and in a sense the only 
true Americans, are given a voice in the 
management of the republic. 
In view of 
the excellent 
records of public 
service 
that have been made by many citizens of 
Indian ancestry it is not to be doubted that 
they will prove worthy of citizenship.

The forehanded 
housewife provided for the hot days 
with a good supply of fruit juices 
of various kinds when

raspberry shrub and combinations 
of Juices are all good. Of course, 
the lemon is the good old stand-by; 
we couldn’t get along without it, 
as It adds zest to all drinks. Add 
a beaten egg to a pitcher of lemon­ 
ade (two if it is a large pitcher) 
it adds food value to the drink and 
makes it different. 
Orange and Raspberry Nectar.— 
Squeeze 
the 
juice 
from 
six 
oranges, mix with the pressed-out 
juice from a pint of fresh or canned 
raspberries. 
Add 
o:i° 
cupful 
or 
sugar, dissolve over bent, but do 
not let the mixture become hot. 
Grate the 
yellow 
rind 
of three 
oranges and cook In a pint of boil­ 
ing water for a few minutes. Strain, 
cool, and add the fruit juice. When 
cold set into the ice chest. Dilute 
with an equal volume of ice water. 
Fill tall glasses and add ginger ale 
to each. 
Garnish with a few fresh 
berries if at hand. 
Fruit S h ru b —This is a recipe to 
save for the fruit season, so that 
next year there will be shrub on 
the shelves for warm days. Cover

The traffic problem on Ohio ave­

declared

COLORLESS BURTON. 


Theodore E. Burton’s keynote address 
at the republican national convention was 
“safe.” 
This apostle of reactionaryism 
was selected by President Coolidge, him­ 
self the embodiment of reactionaryism, 
for that 
special 
qualification, and the 
eminent Ohioan measured up fully to ex­ 
pectations. 
It was the voice of Burton 
but the mind of Coolidge which spoke at 
Cleveland, according to the Providence 
News. 
Burton’s speech was replete with glit­ 
tering generalities and subtle evasions. He 
was generous with his claims for republi­ 
can credit in the matter of economy, but 
where an analysis would reveal that dras­ 
tic economies wTere the result of policies 
already initiated by the democratic ad­ 
ministration, he was significantly silent. 
He “pointed with pride” to the disarma­ 
ment conference in which America was 
notoriously worsted. The revenue bill was 
damned, for the most part, but it was ad­ 
mitted it materially diminishes the tax 
burdens. 
Chairman Burton neglected to 
say that the 
reductions 
were 
brought 
about by the democratic and progressive 
republicans opposed to the Coolidge plan 
which would have aided the rich and not 
the great mass of taxpayers. 
The tariff act of the Harding-Coolidge 
administration was praised as having rais­ 
ed $200,000,000 more revenue than the 
democratic tariff it supplanted. 
Burton 
forgot to mention that in raising that 
$200,000,000 additional revenue the re­ 
publican regime took $4,000,000,000 out 
of the pockets of the American people and 
put it into the pockets of Big Business. 
Mr. Burton hurried over the oil scandal, 
world court and the bonus question in 
words meaningless but good enough, he 
doubtless hopes, for republican campaign 
purposes. 
On the whole, the speech was colorless, 
noteworthy for the things left unsaid; 
well suited, however, as a keynote for s 
timid and weak candidate who himself 
has said few things while in office and 
those few things wrong.

FASCISMO CALLED TO ACCOUNT. 
A few short months ago the world was 
informed that whatever might be said of 
the manner in which fascismo ascended to 
power in Italy, Premier Mussolini had ac­ 
quired constitutional standing through the 
elections which gave him an overwhelm­ 
ing majority in the parliament. 
This was 
supposed to make everything all right, 
notwithstanding the rigging of the elec­ 
tion laws to assure precisely the result de­ 
sired by the fascist chief. 
It was but a 
logical sequel to the bloodless revolution 
that made Mussolini dictator. 
Now, however, the ugly head of scandal 
has been lifted in his administration. So 
grave are the accusations brought, out­ 
right or by innuendo, against some of his 
official associates that rumors that Mus­ 
solini would call to his support leaders of 
the old parties and reorganize his govern­ 
ment on coalition lines appear conserva­ 
tive. 
More likely the “last of the dicta­ 
tors” will be deposed. 
Before these lines 
come under the eyes of the reader decis­ 
ive action may have been taken; it may 
be that several days will elapse before 
definite plans will be formed.
